* It is observed in Rede's Essay towards a free Exaicnination of the Laws 
of Er.glandi Vol. II. p. 75. (apparently with much Justice) that' ** Receiv- 
ing Stolen Goods is« perhaps, the most prominent Evil in the whole Penal 
Code; and that instead of the piece- meal System which has been from Time 
to Time adopted, on SuggeMiOiisonly applicable to particular Cases, one gene- 
ral Law should embrace every Object, and remedy every Defect in the ex- 
tsttng Statutes. When (it is auded) the Receiver is in Reality the greatest 
Offender, and even the Source fiom whence most Burglaries aud Robberies 
have their Origin, the Receipt of Stolen Goods should be made an original 
Offence.'* 

Certainly a general Law, which provided in three Lines — That receiving 
Stolen Goods, Money, Bills, dec. knowing them to be stolen, and whether 
the Value did or did not amount to more than Is. should be Felony, and that 
the Offenders should be liable to be transported for any 1 eim not exceeding 
fourteen Years : or to be punished by whipping.

That from and after 
the passing of this Act, all Persons who knowingly and de- 
signedly, by fiUe Pretence or Piclcnces, shall obtain from 
any Person or Per ons, or from an> Body Politic or Corporate, 
any Money, Goods, Wares or Merchandizes, or any Bond, 
Bill of Exchange, Bank Note, Promissory Note, or other Se- 
curity for the Payment of Money, or any Warrant or Order

^ The following general View of the Construction and Operation *of 
the several modern Statutes respecting Forgery is principally abridged from 
blast's Pleas of the Crown, ch. 19. The Points arising upon particular 
Statutes included in the Collection will also be noted in the piopcr Places 
to which they respectively belong. 

In discussing the Question, How far the Validity in Law of the Thing 
forged, suppo.sing it was true, is c.^scntial to Forgery j* Sir E. H. East 
(referring to Hawkins, cli. 70, ^ 7) observes, that it is said to be no way 
xnaleridl, whether a forged Instrument be made in such a Manner as, if it 
were true, it would bcot any Validity, or not'; and adds, thathe conceives this 
must be understood, when the false Instrument cairies on the Face of it the 
Semblance of that for which it is counterfeited, and is not illegal in its very 
Frame; and proceeds to notice the Case of Doakins, 1 Sid. 142. for fbrging 
a Protection in the Name of one as being M. P. who was not so; of Japhet 
Crooke, 2 Str. 901. Fit^g. 57, 261. (indicted unon 5 Eliz.) for forgmg a 
Conveyance of Lands by a false Description, ana sufficient, if genuine, ‘to 
pass such Lands; and of Coogan, 2 Leach. Ca. 208. and Ball, MSS., and 
of Murphy and Stirling, therein cited, for forging the Wills of Persons not 
dead. The same Observation applies to forging the Names of fictitious Per<* 
sons, ^ 43. 

It is sufHtient to constitute t Forgery, if there U such a Degree of Simili* 
tude as will impose upon Persons not having particular Expeiience in such 
Matters ; as where a Person from the Bank said that he could not have been 
imposed upon by the Counterfeit ; but it appeared that others had been 
deceived, though the Counterfeits were very ill executed; R. i*. Hood, 
before Le Blanc J., East, 1802, So where the forged Bank Note had no 
Watermark; Elliott's Case, 1777- Leach, Ca. 90, (East, ^44). But Query, 
Whether there is any Case where the mere Unskiliulness of the Execution, 
however great, will excuse a Forgery, complete as to the Terms and Lan* 
guage of the Instrument, and committed with a felonious Intent ? If the 
Instrument forged is not in its Terms such as the Indictment charges it to 
be, the Case is not supported; as where an Instrument, stated in the Indict-^ 
nient as purporting to be a Bank Note, was a Promise to pay fiJt Se^ and 
Company or tay Bank in England; Jones's Case, Leach, Ca, 103. Doug. 
302. But a Mistalte in framing the Instrument itself will not excuse, as 
where a forged Will Commenced “ 1 Peter Perry," and was signed John 
Perry ; Fitzgerald's Case, Leach, Ca. 0. 

(j^oigery of a Will, purporting to be a Devise of Land, attested only by 
two Witnesses, not suOicient, without its appearing that there was only a 
Chattel Interest; Watt’s Case, 1800. ‘ So of a Bill of Exchange for less than 
s£ 5, not Guested by a subscribing Witness, or having the mhci Requisites of 
17 Geo. III. c. 30. (See ante Pt. III. Cl. IV. No. 3.) Sccus os to the 
Want of a Stamp; Hawkeswood's Case, L^ch, Ca. 129; Martin’s Case, 
MSS, Jud. ; or as to a collateral Objection, as when an Order tor Payment 
of Prize-money bore Date when the Seaman was within sevtn Miles of the 
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Port of Discharge, and would therefore be void by 32 Geo. III. ch. 34, K 2; 
Mr Intosb’s Case, 1800, MSS. Jud, 

With respect to the Name in which the Forgery is committed, it is now 
settled that the Use of a fictitious Name is a Forgery, as well as the 
Assumption of the Name ot an existing Person, 'I'his w'as dcleimined iu 
the Case of Aaron Lewis, O. B. 1754, for toigmg a Deed purporting to be 
a Warrant ot Attorney from Elizabeth Tough, Admijii^tratrix oj R. lough^ 
deceased, to receive Prize-money; theie being no such Personas Elizabeth 
Tough in Existence; Foster, C. L. 116. So in tlic Case ot fiulland, (1772) 
who, having indoised areal Note in his own Name, was told by 
the Person employed to negotiate it, that he should not be able to indorse it 
With his (Bolland’s) Name. [Bolland was a well-known Chai.'icter as a 
ShenlV’s Oflicer.] Upon which he said he w'ould take his Name oft, and 
another Person began erasing it, and the Name being erased except tlie Letter 
J5, the Prisoner said — “ Don’t scratch it all oin: it may disfigure or cancel 
the Note. I will think of some othar Name that begins with a B.'"’ And 
immediately made the Name Banks, and directed to say that Banks 

kept a Public House in Rathbone Place. So in LcCkeii’s Case, 1772, Leach, 
Ca. f)3. where the I’lisoncr gave a Diaft on a Banking House in a lictitiuiis 
Name, It is also agreed to be innnalenal whether the Prisoner gamed 
any additional Ciedit by using the false Name; as where a Pirson oftered to 
discount a Bill which had been stolen, and the Clcik oflervd to disconni it it 
the Prisoner would indorse it, that being tiic invariable Rule of the House, 
and the Piisoner mdoised a Actitious Name — all the Judges were of Opinion 
that the Case amounted to Forgery; for though the fier.tious Signature wa-s 
not necessary to the obtaining of the Money, and the Intent in writing itie 
false Name was only to conceal thiuugli wdiose Hands the Bill had passed, 
yet it was a Fraud both on the Owiici and the Person discounting ; as the one 
lost the Chance of tracing it, and 'the other the Beneftt of a real Indorser; 
Taft’s Case, Leach, Ca. 88 ; E. P. C. ch. 19, ^ 46. 

So where a Person who, by some Means which did not appear, had 
obtained a Bill indorsed m blank, prevailed ou the Drawee, to pay ri, 
upon being allow'cd Discount, a few Days before it became due, and indorsed 
a Receipt m a fictitious Name ; although it was objected that the Receipt was 
unnecessary, the Possession of the Bill being a sufHcient Discharge to the 
Payer, which was not strengthened by the Words written by the Prisoner; 
and consequently the Act of the Prisoner was of no Eftect ; Taylor’s Case, 
Leach, Ca. 106; E. P, C. rh, 19, ^ 46. And m Shepherd’s Case, 1731, the 
Prisoner vvras convicted of Forgery, rn drawing, in a fictitious Name, upon 
a Bank which had no Account with any Person of the Name assumed ; 
Leach, Ca. 113; E. P. C. ch, 19, K 50. 

In the Ca.se of Eliz. Dunn, 176.5, the Prisoner, calling herself Mary 
Wallace, and jaretending to be the Widow of John Wallace, a Seaman, 
deceased, applied to Harper, (a Prize Agent) to advance her Money to pay 
the Fees of ner Husband’s Wdl. She returned with a Probate, and produced 
a Certificate that she was the Mary Wallace named in the Will, and put her 
Mark to a Promissory Note for the Money lent, directing the Pro.secutor to 
write the Name Mary Wallace. Judgment was respited on a Doubt whether, 
as the Note, though made by the Prisoner in an assumed Name, was her 
own Note, made and ofteied as her ovvn, and nut as the Note of another in 
Contradistinction to herself, the Oflence amounted to a Forgery ; which nine 
Judges, dissentiente Aston, (two being absent) held that it did; Leach, Ca. 
B2; East, \ 49. In the Opinion of the Judges, as stated in Leach, it secm.s 
to be assumed, (contrary to the express Determination in subsequent Case.';) 
that a Person borrowing Money upon hts own Note, afrd merely assuming a 
fictitious Name without any Relation to a different Person, is not gtiiltv of 
Forgery ; “ for (it is said) there the whole Credit is given to the Party himself : 
the latter accepted the Secority of that Person only ; he has no other Remedy 
in view but merely against the Man he is dealing with, and the Security itself 
is really and truly the Instrument of the Party whose Act it purparts to be, 
however subscribed by a Petitions Name: he has therefore a Remedy upon 
it against the Person on whose Credit he took it, and consequently is not 
substantially defrauded.’* The Case, as warranting a Conviction, is put upon 
the Footing of the Prisoner assuming the Character of Executrix of Wallace, 
a real Person, actually emitkd to Wages. I'he Judges also referred to thn 
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Authority of the above-mentioned Case of Aaron Lewi?, where tlicip had 
been such a IVison as Richaid l ough, who was rcdliy entitled to the Pn^e-* 

' money which it was ihe Object of the Forgery to obtain. Sir t, H. Last, iti 
referring to the Case upon the Authority of MS. (bcing> the Notes of Mr. 
Justice Yates, interleaved in the Summary of Hdlc’s Picas of the Ciown), 
Mates the following Principles as laid down in the Ca.se; — 1st. That if a 
Person give a Note or oiher Security as his own Note or Security, and 
the Credit thereupon be personal to himscll, without any Relation to 
another, his .signing such a Note with a fictiiious Name may indeed be a 
Cheat, but v/iU not amount to aFoigcry; for in that Case it is really the 
Instrument of the Parly whose Act it purports to be, and the Creditor had 
no other Security m View. But 2d. If a Note had been given m the Name 
of another Person cither really existing or represented so to be, and in that 
Light to obtain a superior Credit, or induce a Trust which would not have 
been given to the Pdity himself, it is then a false Instrument, and punishable 
as Forgery. Jd, 'J’hdt the Law would he the same, though the Note oi 
Security was thus falsely subscribed in the Presence of him who lent 
his Money upon it, if the Impostor and the Party whose Name, is made use 
of were both Strangers to h.m ; lor then he would not know that such 
Impostor was not really the Person whose Name he assumed, and therefore 
he would be equally deceived. Sir K. H. East, having cited tins Passage, 
says — ** How far the. first Proposition above laid down is to be taken m its 
utmost Latitude, has been the Subject of much Difference of Opinion, which 
he should proceed to consider, pursuing the Subject by Steps.’* 

I appichoiid, however, that the subsequent Examination is beside the 
Question agitated in the Case of filiz. Dunn; the leal Question in that Case 
being, Whether the signing a Name by the Piisoncr, not her own, in the 
Presence of the Person intended to be dcFiauded, was to be deemed Forgciy, 
when the fal.'^c Name was u.scd with Refeienceto the real Name of a deceased 
Person, who had an actual Right to certain Property, in respect of which 
the Fraud was intended to be committed ? there having at that Time beem 
no Decision that the mere Signature of a hctiiions Name to a given in- 
strument, without more, was sulRcient to constitute that Offence; and 
the Object of the Observation was to distinguish the particular Case iii 
which the Name falsely assumed ^had Relation to a really existing Cha- 
rarr^r from that of tfie same fictitious Signature, unaccompanied, by specul 
Circumstances. The general Proposition, that the Use of a mere iictilioiis 
Name was in itself sufficient to constitute Forgery, was first 'established in 
Builand’s Case, before which Time it>would certainly have admitted of very 
serious Doubt; and the contrary, as already observed, is taken fur granted in 
the Case last examined. But alter the other Authunties, by which it is com- 
pletely settled that such a Case was within the Acts respecting Forgery, it 
would have been quite sufficient to have shewn that the Prisoner, with a 
fiaudulcnt Intent, signed a Promissory Note in the Name of Mary Wallace; 
and It would have been perfectly unnecessary to resort to the addittonai Cir- 
cumstance of the fraudulent ^bject bemg to obtain Credit in respect of 
Money actually due to the deceased, John Wallace, of whom Mary was 
falsely alledged to be the Representative. 

A Person may be guilty ot Forgery in signing his own Name, by assuming 
to be a dilFereiit Persdn of ihe same Name ; as when a BilJ of Exchange, pay- 
able to J. S. came into the Plarids of' a Person bearing that Name, who, 
knowing that he is not the Person intended as Payee, indorses it. So in any 
other Case, where the Instrument imports to be that ot a particulav Indivi- 
dual, diffetent from the Persprt by whom it is subsciibed. See Mead v. 
Young, 4 T. R. 28. In the Case of Parkes t/. Brown, 1796, it was held by 
the Judges, that a Note dated Rington, Salop, payable at Messrs. D. T. and 
Co.'s, Bankers, London, and signed Thos. Brown (the Name of one of the 
Prisoners), was a Forgery, although no particular Person of that Name was 
intended to be represented. The Ground of the Judgment was, that th* 
Person in whose Name the Note was made was, according to the Description 
in the Note, resident at Rington, and it imported that he was a Correspondent 
of D. T. and Co, and had Money in their Hands ; and he was also represented 
as a Brother of the Prisoner ; but no such Perscti of that Name and Desenp* 
tion did exist. 


4. D 2 
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This Case, although supported by the highest Authority, has always appeared 
to rue to ic^t upon very cjuestionable Principles. As to the last Oround 
stated, of a false Representation in passing the Note, it is clear that, unless the 
Instrument was a Forgery in its Inception, it could not be made so by subsc* 
quent Representation; and m llcvey's Case, F.. P. C, ch. 19, ^5; Leach, 
Case 115, when an Instrument was in the Name of M'Carty, and it was 
found by the Jury to have been made by a Person of that Name, the false 
Representation of the Prisoner, that he was the Person so named, was ruled 
not to support an Indictment for Forgeiy. It surely cannot be said that 
drawing a Bill upon a Mouse with which the Drawer has no Account, or 
making a Note payable at a House where he has no Effects, ran be considered 
a Forgeiy; and the only remaining Question is, whether dating it at a Place dif- 
ferent from the Resitlcnce of the Person signing is sulHcient to make it such. 
In a Case at Lancaster, about the Year 1807, before Chambre J. where a Bill 
by the Prisoner, D. Walker (who was a Pauper at Manchester), was dated 
Liverpool, signed D. Walker and Co. and drawn on Devaynes and Co. 
l.ondoii, it appeared that similar Bills had been before drawn in the same 
Manner, and being provided for before due, had been regu aily paid, although 
the Drawei svas unknown to the House, the above Case was cited as an Au- 
thority. ; but the learned Judge ruled that the Evidence was not sufllcieutto go 
to the Jury. 

In llie Case of Aickles, 1787, Leach, Ca. 202; E. P. C. ch. 19. ^ .*50, the 
Prisoner had taken a House in the Nameof Mason, in whi«*h Name he drew 
the Bill alledgcd to be forged, and the Jury expressly found that he assumed 
the Name for the Puipose of committing the particular Fraud, there was a 
Difference of Opinion amongst the Judges ; and, by Mistake, Mi. J. A3hur.st 
gave Judgment at the O. B. that it was not a Forgeiv; conceiving that it had 
been' so decided. But it may be difficult to admit that the Case iiivoived any 
real Ground of Doubt, when the specific fraudulent Intention was expressly 
found, and the taking the Iloii&e was only a Pan of the Machinery of the 
Fraud. It was observed by Gould j. — “ that he made the Note in the Name ot 
another, as if his own, and clearly with Intent to defraud. Whether there 
existed a Person of that Name or not was immaterial: the Felony consisted 
in the Intent to defraud under the Falsity. One might assume a feigned 
.^^me, and make a Draft in it, and yd innocently, as if he concealed himself 
to avoid Anest, and appointed his Friend, on whom he drew, to pay his 
Bills; or, giving Notes, look Care to pay them when due ; but the Prisoner, 
Iiaving no such Intention, but, on the cor\trary, to defraud the Party by mak- 
ing the Note under such disguised Namt*, by w'hich, after he left the Place of 
Concealment, he could not be traced, the Case amounted to Forgery.’^ Sir 
E. EL East comments upon this Case at length, and says, that he cannot help 
suspecting that much of the Difficulty in those Cases arises from mistaking 
Maiteis of Fact for Matters of Law, and confounding the two together. Ana 
this .seems to be the true View of the Case; for if the Use of the assumed 
Name is intended to commit a Fraud in the particular Instance, there is no 
Reason for not treating it as a Forgery, although that may only be Part of a 
more general System of Fraud, which such Assumption is intended to 
carry into effect. In the Case of Hadficld, at Carlisle, 18U3, the Prisoner 
had appeared in the Neighbourhood of the Lakes in Cumberland, pre- 
tending to be the Honble. Alexander Augus.tus Hope, Brother of the Earl 
of Hopetoun, and in that Name induced a young Woman to marry him, and 
imposed upon several Persons in the Neighbourhood. During his Residence 
he drew the Bill in Question, upon a Gemleman to whom he was known 
by that Njiiie, which probably would have Ibeen paid, if the grand Decep- 
tion had not in the mean Time been discovered. For this Forgery he was 
convicted and executed; but a material Ingredient in the Case was hia 
assuming the Name and Character of a really existing Person. 

The Indictment must set out the forged Instrument in Words and Figures; 
and it is not sufficient to state the Purport of it; Mason’s Case, E. P. C, 
ch. 19. ^ 53. It IS sufficient to charge the Prisoner with forging a giv'en 
Instrument, as folloxos : settiiig out the Tenor; R, v. Powell. 2 Bi. Rep, 
787 ; and this is now the constant Form of the Indictments preferred on Inc 
Part of the Bank of England. But the setting out the Act forged is not in 
<»U Cases sufficient, as it may be necessary to shew, by Relation to some other 
bubjcct^ that the Forgery is of one ot the Instruments mentioned in the 
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Statutes. In Hunter’s Case, E. P. C. cb. 19. ^ 36; Leach, Ca. 273. the In- 
diciinent staled that the Pnsonei, being in Possession of a Navy Bill, (which 
was set forth) forged a Receipt as follows, viz. “Win. Thornton;” which was 
holden to be not sufficient ; though the Name, coupled with the Navy Bill, 
might together form a Receipt : but then it ought to be so stated, as in a Case 
referred to in C. C. C. wherein it was stated that the Prisoner, H. P. having 
ill his Custody a certain Warrant (particularly mentioned) for Payment of 

8 to W. D. on the Back of which Warrant W. D. had signed his Name, 
zvhich said M^arrant^ together zvtth the said Jndoisement^ did piu port to U a /fc- 
LCipt under the 1-land oj the said I), Jor the mid ^um oj the said II, P. 

did feloniously alter, &c. In Testick’s Case, E. P. C. ch. 19. 36, the 

Indictment charged tlie forging n Receipt for Money, as fuilocos : “ Received 
the Contents above, by me, S. W.” which was held sufficient, without sel^l.^g 
out the Account to which the Receipt was subjoined. * 

Where the ludictiuent contained the woid retenrd instead of recevd. in the 
Instrument produced, the Variation w'as held to be not material, as it did not 
change the Word. The Question was said to be as to the Word ; not the Let- 
ter ; unless by Addition, Omission, or Alteration it becomes cnothor Word. 

Hart’s Case, MS. Crown Cas. Res. 57; E. P. C. ch. 19. ^ 54; Leach 
Ca. 78. 

An Indictment for forging an Instrument is supported by proving an 
Alteration in any material Part, as by changing a Figuie, or altering the Sum 
in Letters; Dawson’s Case, 3 Geo. 1.; 1 Str. 19; Teague’s Case. 1802; 

E P, C. ch, 19. 50. But it is more usual, at least in one Count, to lay 

the Forgery as an Alteration, specifying the Particulars. 

An Indictment may charge the Prisoner with torginga Writing, purporting to 
be an Instrument of a particular Kind; Beech and Martin’s Case, 2 Bl. Rep. 

790 : but it the Writing upon the Face of it is not such as the Indictment 
states the Purport to be, the Indictment cannot be sustained ; as where iho 
Indictment was lor forging a Bill purporting to be directed to one John King 
by the Name ot Ring, and the name Hing^ only appeared in the Bill, although 
King was the Peison inteiested j Reading’s Case, E. P. C, ch. 19. ^ 56. 

Leach, Ca. 264. 

So when the Charge was for forging an Order, puiTaorllng tube directed 
to G. Lord Kinnaird, Win. Moilaud, &c. by the Description of Messrs. 

Ransom, Morland and Hammersley, and the Tenor s§t out was ol a Bill 
directed to R. M. and H. the Judgment was arrested, because the Word Pur- 
port imports what appeals on the Face of the Instiumcnt ; it means the appa- 
rent, and not the legal Import; Gillchnst’s Ca:>e, East, ubi supra; Leach, 

Ca. 280. (In fact Lord K. and the other Persons mentioned were Bankers, 
undei thefiim of R. M. and li.) So Kdsall's Case, East, ibid, wheie the 
Purport of a forged Bill was in like Manner stated, with the actual N.*mcs of 
the Drawers, and not with the Nameot the Firm, as appeanug on the Face oi 
the Bill. 

The Indictment must specify the Nature of the Instrument forged. Where 
an Indictment for forging nn Obligation in a certain Sum, wnhouta Condition, 
described it as a £ona and Writing obhgafory, it was objected, that it ought to 
have ben called a Writing obligatory ; having neither a Defeazance nor Penalty 
annexed to it; and that, although a Bond was a Writing obligatory, yet the 
Converse did not hold. The Judges held the Conviction right ; Dunticti's Case, 

East, ^ 58. It IS stated in East, as an Inference from this Case, that a super- 
fluous Description does not appear to be objectionable ; but 1 am by no 
means satisfied that the Term Bond is not piopcily applicable to an Obliga- 
tion ivithout a Condition, although, for the sake of Distinction, it i:. more usu- 
ally called a Single Bill.

An Indictment may be maintained on the 2d. Geo. II. stating that the 
Prisoner did feloniously alter, by forging and adding a Cypher, although the 
Word alter is not in that Statute; the words being “ihall falsely make, forge 
and counterfeit:’^ but the Indictment was admitted to be idther informal ;

The Indictment must allcdgc an Intent to defraud some Person or Persons, 
or, by 18 Geo. III. c. 18. some Corporation; but it need not appear how* 
the Act was to operate in Fraud of such Person or Corporation, although 
they may not be mentioned in the Writing forged; that being Matter ot F.vi- 
dence; PowdP»Ca$e|£. P. C.ch. 19, ^59; filswoith’s Case, ibid,— Ther® 
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are always several Counfs in the Indictment, charginf*; an Tnicnt lo defraud all 
such Pei sons or Bodies Corporate as couid be afTecled by the Success of the 
Forgery ; but as the Inteiitton to commit a Iraud at the Time of the Forgery 
is usually genera!, and intended to impose rather upon the Person to w-lioin 
the forged Instrumenl may be accidentally offered, {paritcularlv in the Case of 
Hank Notes and ncgociable Instruments} 1 think it would be desirable lo 
pass an Act, rendering it unnecessary to state the Name of any Person or 
Corporation intended fo be defrauded. 

With regard to thr Evidence, an Indictment for forging a Receipt, with In- 
tent to dciraud A. B. C. See. Stewards of the Fund of the Sons of llie 
Clergy, was sustained by Proof of forging an Indenture of Appienliceship, 
with a Rece pt for the Ptemium, in order to obtain the Assistance v./hich the 
Stewards aie appointed to distribute; |ones and Pul’.ciPs Case, Leach, Ca» 
IGd — An Indii'tmcut tor Forgery can only be sustained in die County where 
the Forgery is actually committed, which is a Oucsiion for the ]ury; but 
there must be some Proof lo warrant the Conclusion- See Parke's Case, 
"E. P. C. ch. 19. § 6L In lhatCa.se there wa.s no Proof, except an uttering 
by the Prisoner’s Confedeiate, — I remember a Case Lancaster, in the Year 
1798, where a Clerk of a Meicantile Hou’-c nc Liverpool had stolen several 
Bills, and was aiterwaids apprehended on board a Sloop in tl'c Down.s, with 
a forged Indor^emeiU of the Drawee on one of the Bdbi; and Rookc J, 
without any Evidence lo shew a greater Probability of the B'or^ei y being 
committed in Lancashire than in any intermediate County, thought there 
was enough to go to the Jury, who, however, acquitted the Prisoner. 

A Confederate cannot be convicted of altcnng, unless present, or so ne^r 
as to be able to aid and assist ; Suare's and Atkinson's Case F.. P. C. cu. 19. 
32. 

By several Cases it is established, that a Person whose Name is forged, and 
who could have, any Interest in invalidating the instiument, it genuine, is ati 
incompetent Witness to prove the Forgery, See the Cases upon the Subject, 
Last ch. 19. ^ 61 to 68. Many Persons have doubted the Cor^eclncss-of this 
Rule; and It certamly, in many Case:>, defoat'i the Pulp^)^e^ of Justice. But 
where the Party can have no Interest, as a Cashier of the Bank, or a living 
Person whose Will hds been forged, ^Newland's, Coogan*s, and Stirling's 
Cases, Fast, ch. 19. 67, 68) the Objection does not apply. And in 

a. Case of this Kind, Gould and Yates Justices disallowed other Evidence to 
be given of the Hand- writing being forged, without positive Evidence of the 
Party being dead, although the Forgciy charged was of the Writing of 
81 Person resident in the West Indies; Smith's Case, E. P. C. ch. 19, 67. 

I am much inclined to think that such Objection would not now prevail; and 
in Fact, the Forgery of the Signatures of Clerks to the Bank is constantly proved 
by other Person.^.

W flERK ill ihc Parliament holden at Wcslmhister in the 
two and thirtieth Year ol the Reign of the late King of 
' famous Memory, King Henr^ the Eighth, amongst other 
* Things, it was ordained, enacted and established. That no 
* Per.soii or Persons of what E-^tate, Degree or Condition soever 
* he or they were, should from thcnccroitii unlawfully suborn 
‘ any Witness or Witnesses, by Letters, Rewards, Promises, 
* or by any other sinister Labourer Means, (or to maintain any 
* Matter or Cause, or to llie Disturbance or Hindrance of Jus- 
* tice, or to the Procurement or Occasion of any Manner of 
* Perjury, by false Verdict or otherwise, in any of the King’s 
' Courts of Chancery, the Star-Chamber, the Whitehall, or
